This report from the 
front was brought by American pas­ 
sengers on the National railway’s 
train arriving in DI Paso Tuesday 
morning. American men, women and 
children piled off the train from the 
interior with all the baggage they 
could bring on short notice, and all 
are determined to get out of the re­ 
public as soon as possible. They are 
from all parts of northern Mexico 
where the revolutionary trouble and 
fighting seems to have reached its 
climax. 
Troops are being rushed to Parral 
and Gomez Palacio 
from 
Aguacal- 
ientes and Chihuahua in solid troop 
trains. Two of these were passed by 
the National railroad train for the 
north. No trains are running to Par­ 
ral aad no communication can be had 
with that mining town. 
The gluing there is reported to 
have stated at ll a. rn. Monday and 
continued through the day. The Jefe 
politico and chief of police wer$ 
among the first killed, it is said by 
passengers from the interior, Other 
prominent Mexicans are also said to 
have been killed, and it is feared 
that a hlimber of Americans were 
also killed in the trouble. 
Fiery* Fighting at Gomez Palacio. 
„ At feomez Palacio the fighting was 
#eYbest. The revolutionists and Tur­ 
tles engaged in a hand-to-hand con­ 
flict in the streets of Gomez. There 
are comparatively few federal troops 
stationed there, and it 
thought 
that this point was selected as the 
best to start the trouble. The fight­ 
ing started as early as 2 a. rn. Mon­ 
day and continued until the rurales 
overpowered the revolutionists apd 
drove them into the hills with their 
dead and wounded. Twenty of the 
revolutionists 
were 
killed, 
accord­ 
ing to the returning Americans, 
several of the rurales met <jeatii in 
th* conflict. How* many m en'V/er-<J 
killed is not known, as the fleeing 
insurgents were seen to be"harrying 
their dead with them.
